Difficult to Get Facts. 


$30,000—the first was for $15,000, passed un- 
der the Dunne régime—to pay for shale rock 
excavation, without further investigation 
than that made by the various bureau heads. 
Commissioner Hanberg said that somebody 
was lax because his attention was not called 
to the matter, but he would not fix the laxity 
upon any person. 

Deputy Commissioner Redieske had never 
done any more than see that the vouchers 
were recommended by bureau heads, he reit- 
erated. Timothy Sullivan, the secretary de- 
clared that he had never seen any letters re- 
ferring to shale. 

J. A. Kleine, the audit clerk in the depart- 
ment of public works, questioned by Walter 
L. Fisher, uncovered the fact that a large 
bundle of papers, the reports of the engi- 
neers, casting some doubt as to the nature 
of the shale, which on the voucher appeared 
as Shale rock,” had been removed from 
the voucher and are now nowhere to be 
found. 

The fact of the removal of these letters is 
considered important, owing to a statement 
made by E. J. Mueller, a clerk in the con- 
troller’s office, that if those documents had 
been attached when the voucher reached his 
office it would have been incumbent upon the 
controller to hold the payment up until a 
further investigation could be made. 


Rapid Fire Signing System. 
Although there are thousands of vouchers 
issued by the commissioner of public works 
every year, involving, it is said, as much as 
$11,000,000 a year, a system of signing them 
has been developed which is excellent so far 
as saving the time of the commissioner or his 
deputy is concerned, but which practically 
precludes any examination of either the 
voucher or the attached documents. They 
are folded so that the documents are all 
carefully hidden from view and laid in piles 
with the rubber stamp all affixed, ready for 
the signature. 

“They. sign them like they were govern- 
ment bonds, said Mr. Kleine. I have seen 
the commissioner labor over the vouchers at 
night trying to affix his signature to them.“ 
he continued. But we have reduced the 
labor by onjy transmitting to the commis- 
sioner contract estimates or council orders. 
This rule was in force when the voucher 
under consideration went thropgh.”

DAUGHTER CONFIRMS. IT, 


Corroborates Story Told by Par- 
ent in Lucid Hour, but No 
Human Law Will Pun- 
isk Them. 


Two women—one of them a talented girl of 
18, the other her crazed mother, an inmate 
of the Dunning esylum—yesterday cleared a 
murder problem which has puzzled the Chi- 
cago police and Wisconsin authorities for 
more than three years. 

Following a story, horrible in its details, 
extracted from Clara Brodenheyer by A 
sistant Chief of Police Schuettler, the r! 
mother, Mrs. Margaret Brodenheyer, in 
lucid period was led to confess that on Juiy 
23, 1906, she shot and killed her husband in 
a slaughter house near Madison, Wis. Jeal- 
ousy was the motive of the crime. 

The daughter Clara was innocent of the 
murder, but after it had been committed 
assisted her mother in making it appear 
that her father had committed suicide.

Four days ago Edward discovered a hand- 
bag containing $125 hanging from the door- 
knob of Mrs. Mary Murphy's restaurant at 
Forty-eighth avenue and Lake street. The 
fact that Mrs. Murphy was his aunt and had 
cared for him ever since the death of his 
mother some years ago did not cause any 
compunction on the part of young Kdward, 
for he took the handbag and went in search 
of his cousin and chum, Johnnie. 


Plan Life of Adventure. 
In spite of his tender age, Johnnie was 
nothing loath to start out om a career of ad- 
venture and it was he that planned further 
excursions into a life where schools would be 
unknown and where “six shooters’ and 
bowie knives held sway. 
Johnnie knew where there was a vacant 
basement, where they would not be likely to 
be discovered, and led the way to the retreat 
in which they were found. It was Johnnie 
who bought a bicycle for $10 and lost the bulk 
of the small fortune that Edward had taken. 
The arrest of the two boys was made by 
Policeman George Wiley, who discovered 
Edward slinking along the street in an appar- 
ently dejected frame of mind. He followed 
him through dark alleys and devious ways 
until he stood before a door that opened intoa 
sort of subterranean passageway. He 
watched the boy go in, heard the clanking 
sound of chains as the door was slammed to 
and locked, and then he listened. 


Go Home? No, Be Holdups.

The project presented some difficulties. 
Brodenhéyer was a heavy man and ponder- 
ous in his movements. At the time of his 
death he weighed almost 325 pounds. 
The jealous woman, whose jealousy ap- 
parently was augmented by cruelty on the 
part of her spouse, evolved a plan for the 
execution of her crime. She induced Broden- 
heyer to go with her to @ slaughter house 
on a farm near the town. 
She persuaded her husband to enter the 
building. Once inside, Mrs. Brodenheyer 
produced a revolver from the folds of her 
dress and fired a bullet into Brodenheyer's 
head behind the right ear. As Brodenheyer 
fell he turned his face to his wife's and the 
woman sent another bullet crashing through 
his forehead. 
The daughter, Clara, who was a short dis- 
tance away, had heard the shots and was 
on her way to ascertain what had happened. 
Much against her will Mra. Brodenheyer 
acceded to the pleadings of her daughter to 
return to the slaughter house. 
Then, according to the statements in 
Schuettler’s possession, the mother confessed 
to her daughter and asked aid in concealing 
the crime. Clara consented to help her moth- 
er in making it appear that Brodenheyer had 
committed suicide. 

They dragged the body outside and hid it 
behind a chimp of bushes. 


Woman Deceives Police. 
The next day Mrs. Brodenheyer reported 
the “ disappearance of Brodenheyer to the 
police, and search was made for him. Mrs. 
Brodenheyer said that a strange man had 
taken her husband away in a buggy to re- 
pair a clock. The body was found a week 
later. 
The Madison authorities at first believed 
the story about the man who wanted the 
clock repaired, and called upon the Chicago 
police to ald in finding him. Schuettler de- 
tailed Detectives Charles O'Donnell and Er- 
nest Mueller on the case. 
Their investigation was facilitated a few 
months later by the arrival in Chicago of 
Mrs. Brodenheyer and her daughter. They 
had sold the store in Madison and had chosen 
their old neighborhood in Chicago in which 
to live. 
Schuettler's men speedily found discrep- 
ancies in the story of the mother. These 
led to the close questioning of the daughter. 
The conduct of Mra. Brodenheyer caused 
Schuettler to take her into custody. She 
was found to be insane—a condition attrib- 
uted to brooding over the crime. She was 
committed to the Dunning-asylum about 
three weeks ago. 


Mother Sent to Asylum. 

Since that time the girl has been shadowed. 
State’s Attorney Vroman Mason of Madison 
and Sheriff John Halbeck were summoned to 
Chicago. On Thursday night, in company 
with a mpher, they heard Clara's 
statement in Schuéttler’s office. Yesterday 
they went out to Dunning with Schuettler.

Woods and Cashier Wilson into the bank 
— Snatching between $800 and $1,000, he 

That night Pringle was shot- while at- 
tempting to arrest Bullock at his home in 
Lawrence. Pringle went to the door and 
called for Bullock. The answer was a rain 
of bullets. He died in a few days. 


Details of Second Holdup. 
sullock disappeared and, despite the fact 
$1,500 was offered for information as to his 
whereabouts, was not seen until today, when 
he and McKay entered the bank. They 
forced all the men present to line up, and 
were grabbing all the money in sight when 
Fred Starr, the assistant cashier, entered. 
The robbers shot him through the jaw and 
ran out the back door, fleeing towards the 
hills west of town. : 

Harry Wilson, son of RE. E. Wilson, the 
cashier, dashed through the front door and 
into a store nearby, where there were six or 
eight men. Each man grabbed a weapon and 
started in pursuit. *

but Bullock, wrenching the revolvers from 
his partner’s hands, sped on into a patch of 
wood. 


Hides and Shoots Self. 

John Miller, a farmer, stepped into Bul- 
lock’s path and the boy fired. His shot 
missed Miller, and the posse, seeing the youth 
was ready to shoot, fired a score of shots at 
him. Bullock returned the fire. 

Then the robber dodged behind 4 tree and 
disappeared. A few minutes later there was 
a revolver shot. The posse ran up and found 
the bandit unconscious with a bullet through 
his left temple. The ball passed entirely 
through his head. His recovery ‘s impos- 
sible. 3 

A crowd of farmers and townsmen quickly 
gathered around McKay and began talk 
of lynching him Stephen George, F. A 
Smith, and Frank Williams took him and 
started down the road on the run to keep 
the crowd from carrying out ite threat The 
posse pursued. 

Before the chase had gone far McKay’s 
protectors encountered a motor car from 
Lawrence carrying two newspaper men. 
Quickly dispossessing the motorists, the 
three mén put McKay in and turned the car 
towards Lawrence. The mob, finding itself 
distanced, gave up the chase. Bullock was 
carried to Eudora and placed in the city hall. 


Stole to Win a Wife. 

Around Bullock’e wrist was found a leath- 
er band. Wrapped in it was a diamond en- 
gagement ring. It was to get money so that 
he could marry a girl and take her to Kansas 
City to live that Bullock attempted to rob 
the bank, according to the belief of the po- 
lice and others in Lawrence. 

Rumors that Bullock had been placed in 
the Lawrence jail caused a noisy crowd to 
gather at the prison there tonight, but when 
it was explained that only McKay wae fn- 
carcerated there the crowd left. 

McKay made a written statement tonight 
in which he cleared up the mystery of Bul- 
lock’s whereabouts since the first robbery. 

According to McKay, Bullock has been liv- 
ing at a fashionable hotel in Jacksonville 
under the name of “J. A. Donaldson.” He 
had money on deposit in the Florida Na- 
tional bank there under thet name, McKay 
said. 

„ Bullock, whom I knew as Donaldson, 
picked me up in Jacksonville and entertaiged 
me royally.’ said McKay. “ He used to take 
me out to dinner and give me checks to cash 
for him. One day Bullock told me he wanted 
me to go to Kansas City with him, as he 
knew where there was a little bank near there 
with only one man in it that we could rob 
without any trouble.

The secretary has been moved to this action 
not only by the revelations in New York but 
by information he has received in regard to 
conditions elsewhere. Fox instance, he was 
advised this afternoon or large undervalua- 
tions at San Francisco. 


Starting to Clean House Again. 

In talking of his plans Mr. MacVeagh de- 
scribed the New Ycrk customs house as 8 
„nest of corruption.’ 

“We think our houses are clean some- 
times when they are not,” continued the 
secretary. Time passes raidly, and when 
we come to look into the matter of house 
cleaning we discover that it was not a year 
ago that the last cleaning took place but 
four or five years ago. We have made such 
a discovery, and are starting in to clean Louse 
again.” 

While in New York Mr. Macveagn ob- 
tained a clear idea of what the sugar mo- 
nopoly had been doing in stealing from the 
government and what was contemplated in 
the way of its further prosecution.

These agents constitute the 
secret service of the customs administra- 
tion, and are regarded by Mr. MacVeagh as 
the right hand of the secretary of the treas- 
ury in his effort to protect revenués from 
fraud, inefficiency, and carelessness. 


Probable Action as to Agents. 

It is probable the secretary will detacn al! 
agents from permanent employment at cus- 
tom houses, and use them thereafter soiely 
for the purpose of making special examina- 
tions at periods not fixed. 

Revelations concerning conditions in the 
New York custom house have given empnasis 
to the intention of the secretary of the treas- 
ury to have a thorough house cleaning. While 
in Mr. MacVeagh’s opinion condigions such 
as prevail in the New York custom house 
probably are not duplicated in any other 
custom house, the rottenness of the New 
York situation has made him all the more 
determined to find out for himselt whether 
the frauds do exist elsewhere, and whether 
conditions prevail which snouid be corrected.

DREAM. GUIDES RIVER SEARCH 


Victims of Auto Plunge Are Not 
Found, However, at Point. 


‘TRIBUNE’ BOAT JOINS HUNT. 


Makes Trip to Willow Springs and 


Back in Rain. 


A mother’s dream ‘yesterday guided the 
boatmen who are dragging the river bed for 
the bodies of Miss Beatrice Shapiro and 
Max Cohen, who are believed to have been 
drowned last Sunday night, when a taxicab 
driven by Chauffeur Ernest Camp plunged 
through the open draw of the Jackson boule- 
vard bridge. 

In her troubled sleep the mother of the 
missing man dreamed that her son's body 
would be found in the niver at some point 
between Van Buren and Harrison streets. 
She told her dream to her other bon, Louls 
M. Cohen, and insisted that he urge the 
searchers to drag again thé ground they had 
already covered. Mr. Cohen made a per- 
sonal appeal to the men aboard the fire tug 
Illinois and they heeded the mother’s wish. 
But their efforts were frultlesa. 

During the day another Wessel, the Flor- 
ence II. of the Columbia Yacht club, Capt. 
Francis Egan, joined the searchers. The 
Florence II. wae chartered by TRE 'TRIRUNE 
and placed at the disposal of Harbor Master 
Walter Scott.

| JUDGE: IN “ANGRY MOOD. 


- | Alleged Effort of Witness’ Em- 
ployer to Keep Her Out of 
Court Brings Rebuke. 


That the domestic Ute of Dr. Haldane 
Cleminson and his wife ran far from smooth- 
| ly was brought out at the murder trial yes- 
terday by the physician's sister-in-law, Miss 
Hilda Morgan, a nurse at the Ravenswood 
hospital. Her testimony was given a few 
minutes before adjournment for the day and 
followed several hours of wrangling. over 
technical questions. 

Miss Morgan's most damaging point 
against the accused physician was that, a 
month before Mrs. Cleminson's death, he had 
threatened to leave her and the children. 
Lack of money, the nurse said, was what pre- 
vented him from acting immediately on his 
threat. 

The physician's relative testified against 
him only after threats of a jail sentence had 
been made against her ahd Miss Adelaide 
Lewis, superintendent of the Ravenswood 
hospital, for what appeared to Judge Me- 
Surely as contempt of court. 


Charges Contempt of Court. 

The judge was particularly angry at Miss 
Lewis, whom he accused of an attempt to 
Prevent the witnéss from appearing. As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Northup and Rit- 
tenhouse charged that Miss Lewis had re- 
strained Mfss Morgan from leaving the hos- 
pital, and the pair were taken before the 
judge—Miss Morgan as a witness and Miss 
Lewis to answer a contempt charge—only 
after detectives armed with subpoenas had 
been sent for them and ordered to bring them 
to court in a patrol Wagon if necessary. 

** You really are in contempt of court, sub- 
ject.to a fine or a jail sentence,” said Judge 
McSurely to Miss Lewis, for you have in- 
terfered with the court and the progress of 
this trial. However, the witness is here now 
and I'll let you go, but I warn you to be care- 
ful in such matters as this in the future.” 


_,Says They Were Uncongenial. 

Miss Morgan was on the stand only ashort 
time.

It is one of the worst cases of 
misuse of power by a labor official that has 
come to my notice.

THE TERRIBLE COMBINATION OF 
OFFICIAL WEAKNESS AND 
MOB FEROCITY. 

From the moment it was known that 
the mutilated body of a white girl had 
been found in a Cairo alley and that 
bloodhounds in repeated trials had traced 
the crime to a negro shanty the people 
of the state knew what to expect. They 
could see the streets of that southern 
Ihinois city filled with a crazed, brutal- 
ized, inhuman mob, the body of a negro 
swinging in the air, the local authorities 
cowed and submissive, and the state 
troops rushing in on special trains. 

The sheriff of Alexander county and 
the mayor and of Cairo must have 
bad this prophetic picture before their 
eyes. They could not have been deceived 
during the few hours which were given 
them to act after the arrest of the mur- 
derers, They knew their own town with 
its dangerous element of river rats. They 
knew how the temper of an American 
community manifests itself after a crime 
of-this nature. They knew that every 
ruffian would be yelling at the heels of 
that portion of the respectable population 
which yielded to the passions kindled by 
the unspeakable outrage and which for 
the moment was willing to throw aside 
every consideration of law, decency, and 
civilization to make punishment swift and 
sure. 

They knew these things. They knew, 
also, that they would not protect the law 
by force against their townsnien. They 
kuew that they would not shoot and take 
the consequences of that action. They 
knew that their only hope lay in beating 
down the mob before it could gather head- 
way and in getting their prisoners out of 
town. 

To the credit of the sheriff it should be 
said that he and his deputies tried to re- 
move the negro. If they had been blessed 
with more resourcefulness or if they had 
realized the danger more quickly Cairo 
and Illinois ‘might have been spared a 
disgrace. The municipal authorities were 
as people have come to expect they will 
be when a big emergency makes demands 
on small men, inefficient, uncaring, 
cowardly. 

The police might as well not have been 
in existence—better pot have been—for 
then there would have been no open con- 
fession of incapacity on the part of those 
sworn to maintain the law. The feeblie- 
ness of officials and the ferocity of crazed 
ot ruffianily men make a terrible combina- 
tion, with the consequences of which the 
north is coming to have disastrous ex- 
perience. 

It is useless to ignore the fact that 
race hatred is growing in the northern 
states, which once cast reproach on the 
south for the horrors of its mob violence. 
It is worse than useless. It may be dan- 
gerous to ignore it. The criminal negro 
class with which the south has had to 
deal is finding its way northward. Ohio, 
which welcomed the black man, has dem- 
onstrated that it will do with him ex- 


actly as do the states of the south. Two.

The other is the feature of the 
civil) service law whieh gives a man in 
the classified civil service a life job. As 
Tus Trisune said the other day. it was 
not intended to give city employés “a 
vested interest in the city service or to 
endow them with property rights which 
could not be questioned, no matter what 
the public need might be.”

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Shain owes to Christina's regency all sorts of liberal 
reforms, such as trial by jury, universal suffrage, civil 
marriage, etc, In fact the laws which bear her signa- 


ture as regent were of such a progressive and liberal | 


nature that the great Republican leader, Castelar, who 
had been chief magistrate of the Spanish republic in 
1878, called upon his followers to lay down their arms 
and to give their support to Queen Christina's regency, 
since the latter was endowing Spain with nearly all the 
reforms that figure on the programs of the Republican 
party. 

Since Alfonso attained his majority, and more espe 
cially since his marriage, Queen Christina has made 
a point of remaining carefully aloof from politics and 
has shown a peculiar delicacy in avoiding everything 
that could be construed inte an attempt on her part 
to sway the course pursued by her son as sovereign. 
Her one idea is to retain the affection which he owes 
to her, and which he accords to her to the fullest 
extent as his mother; and she is clever enough to 
realize that this can be impaired only if political ques- 
tions are allowed to interfere between them. 

No one has done more towards relieving the house 
of Hapstirg of tue imputation of reactionary  sent!- 
ments than Queen Ohristina while regent of Spain, 
gave perhaps her cousin, old Emperor Francis Joseph, 
who is fighting in both moieties of his dual empire, 
but more especially in Hungary, for the introduction 
of universal suffrage, in the place of the present lim- 
ited franchise. That is the real source of the difference 
between himself and the Hungarians. For the latter 
are aware that if universal suffrage is introduced they 
no longer will be able to oppress the Croatians and 
the other Slav races within their borders, who, although 
in numerical superiority in the kingdom of Hungary, 
have, as matters now stand, virtually no voice in the 
government.

The pretty and fascinating Mme. von Siemens, who 
is alleged by the Italian newspapers to have over- 
heard from a convenient hiding place the discussion

Her husband was the late Werner Siemens, son of. 


Charles Siemens, the latter being known as “the Rus- 
sian Siemens,” in order to (distinguish him from his 
three brothers. 

Werner Siemens married in 1882 a Russian woman 


of the name of Natalie Gavrilouk of Odessa. This 


union was dissolved by Givorce in 1894; and in the 
same year the ex-Mme. von Siemens became the wife 


} of Baron Axel von Varnbuler, eons of ag 8 


king of Wirtemberg.at Behn. 

Werner Siemens also lost no time ‘in maschine again: 
bestowing his name and his hand upon Nora Fuasli. 

On his death his widow married Freydoun Malcolm 
Khan, who was at the time Persian minister at Rome, 
and a son of Nazen Malcolm Khan, who headed the 
first Persian embassy to the United States—during the 
presidency of Buchanan—and who was for so many 
years Persian envoy in London. 

Freydoun Malcolm's marriage with the widowed Mme. 
von Siemens was annulled after two or three years on 
the ground that he already had @ Persian wife living, 
and for some time the courts of Germany and Italy 
were busy with sults brought by the Persian ex-dip- 
lomat—for he had been dismissed from his country’s 
service—to prevent the lady from styling herself 
Princess Malcolm Khan, which she persisted in doing, 
on the ground that he had failed to repay to her, in 
accordance with the terms ot the Gecree of the annul- 
ment of their marriage, the large sums of money which 
she had advanced to him both prior and subsequent to 
their marriage.

Last February Mme. Nora von Slemens, or Princess 
Malcolm Khan, as she still styles herself, became the 
subject of an immense amount of discussion in the 
Italian press, and even in the Italian. parliament, 
owing to the fact that when Gen. Saletta died, as chief 
of the general: staff of the Italian army, it was found 
that he had bequeathed all his effects and property to 
the lady in question, whom he named as the executrix 
of his will, and by whom he had been infatuated com- 
pletely during the closing years of his life. 

As chief of the general staff he had a quantity of the 
most confidential documents relating to the defenses 
of Italy, thé mobilization of the army, Ste., in his care, 
and these thus came into the possession of Mme. von 
Siemens, who at first declined to surrender them: Mat- 
ters were complieated further by the fact that the 
German embassy, when appealed to by the authorities, 
declined to interfere, holding that the ledy was not 
a rman, since she was by birth a Swiss, by her firet 


marriage a Russian, and by her second a Persian. The 


Russian embassy was reluctant to take any steps in 
the matter, on the ground that Mme. von Siemens had 
become a Persian by her second marriage, and that 
since Malcolm Khan had not complied with the terms 
on which alone the German courts had consented to 
dissolve the marriage, the union must be considered 
as still in existence, But finally Mme. Siemens sur- 
rendered the documents in question to the Italian gov- 
ernment, on her own terms, which left her free to 
remain in Italy and to continue her relations with 
Italian military men. 

It is difficult to belſeve that while she had possession 
of the confidential papers of the late Gen. Saletta she 
did not master their contents before surrendering them 
to the Italian government, and as the power which they 
most immediately concern is Austria it naturally is 
believed that she communicated the information thus 
obtained to Vienna. That is probably why she was de- 
scribed as an Austrian spy when found to have over- 
heard the conference of the Italian minister of war 
with Italy’s leading generals at the Continental hotel at 
Milan some weeks ago on the ee 
neuvers. 7

The story of Cyrus 
McCormick's Mfe is the story of the develop- 
ment of the reaper, of the flooding of the 
world. with wheat and the consequent doing 
away with famine in civilized countries. 

Mr. McCormick was born on his father 
Robert McCormick’s farm, in the north of 
Rockbridge county, Va., a hundred miles 
from the Atlantic, with the Blue Ridge to 
the east and the Alleghenies to the west. 
Both his parents were of the best type of 
Americans, descendants of the Scotch-Irish 
who came to this country in the eighteenth 
century. His motlrer, Mary Ann, the daugh- 
ter of Patrick Hall, was a notable figure in 
cher part of the world, spirited, energetic, 
forceful. His father was a steady, sturdy, 
high principled farmer, whose great ambi- 


‘tion ant desire was to invent and produce a 


reaper. He failed, but lived to see his son 
succeed. The source of Cyrus McCormick's 

extraordinary success was that to his un- 
doubted inventive genius he united. an 
equally remarkable business genius which 
enabled him to establish one of the great in- 
dustries of the world. Farseeing, tenacious 
of purpose, untiringly energetic, he becomes 
with. each page of Mr. Casson’s narrative 
more impressive. *Go read of his early strug- 
gles, his purposeful work, and the honors 
which came to him in foreign lands, where 
kings seught him out and nations hailed 
his machines.

The story 
of how she resigns a lover toward whom she 
is attracted literally to throw herself in the 
arms of a man toward whom she periodically 
feels a repulsion, and of how she finally mar- 
ries the first lover to shield her name from 
the reproach incurred by her mad and un- 
accountable folly with the second one, is as 
violent and repulsive as Ibsen at his most 
extravagant worst. 

‘The book has been said to be a work of 
genius. . It remains, to this reviewer, at 
least, an enigma. Viewed from an Anglo- 
Saxon point of view, the psychology is false. 
It seems possible that a Scandinavian may 
view the matter differently, but it is not 
probable that decent men and women any- 
where can find in Mary's cold blooded .ndis- 
cretion any of that pardonable humanness 
which induces even the strict moralist to feel 
leniently toward Tess of the D' Urbevilles.”

Most ing@nious is Frank Harris in his anal- 
ysis and construction of Shakespeare's real 
nature and character as depicted in his plays. 
“THE MAN BARE and His 
Tragic Life Story is the rather unwieldy 
title for this contribution to Shakespeareana. 
Having a rooted objection to a book that 
advertises itself on the cover (even if it be 
only the paper cover) in the way this one 
does—“‘a most astonishing and fascinating 
book” . - “As a biography this book 
must rank with Boswell's ‘ Life of Johnson’: 
as art, it must rank above it -I approached 
tt with reluctance. This is not the way to 
woo the fastidious reader, nor even the 
amiable critio, Furthermore, the author's 
“ cock-sureness”’ inspires skepticism; but 
his real knowledge of Shakespeare’s writ- 
ings, his earnestness, and the ingenuity of 
his deductions make the book worth reading. 

To most of us Shakespeare, the man, rises 
a vast, shapeless, impersonal shadow on our 
mental vision. If we clothe him in flesh and 
blood it is with the domelike forehead and 
solemn visage that we see him. He is not 
half as real as Raleigh, or Bacon, or Bir 
Philip Sydney. But in Mr. Harris’ book we 
are presented an alive, alert, quivering, eager 
man; not a man of virile qualities, a man of 
blood and muscle, but a dreamer, a poet, x- 
traordinarily sensitive, with a keen sympathy 
for his weak, irresolute, gentle, melancholy 
character. But the truth will out,“ says 
the author. Shakespeare was the test 
of poets, a miraculous artist, too, when he 
liked; but he was not a hero, and manliness 
was not his forte: he was by nature a neuro- 
path and a lover.“

Thinks $4,000,000 in Chicago Alone 
Will Go to U. S. Keeping if 
Plan Is Adopted. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 12.—[Special.}— 
Former Senator Mason of Illinois is here to 
assure President Taft that the Chicago or- 
ganization formed to forward postal savings 
banks legislation will do all it can to give 
him support in obtaining from congress sanc- 
tion for the plan to which he and his party 
have given adherence. \ 

Mr. Mason will tell the president he is posi- 
tive that in Chicago alone, immediately fol- 
lowing the establishment of postal savings 
institutions, $4,000,000 will come out of 
strong boxes, safety deposit vaults, and old 
stockings, to be put into the safe keeping 
of Uncle Sam at 2 percent. Mr. Mason be- 
lieves that only about $1,000,000 will be lost 
to Chicago savings banks of the prevalent 
kind because of the government's entry into 
the banking field. 

The former senator ‘thinks bankers of the 
highest degree of financial acumen are favor- 
ably disposed toward postal savings banks, 
while the opposition, in his opinion, is con- 
fined largely to bankers whose opinions 
ought not tocount. One of the last speeches 
Mason made in the upper house was in ad- 
vocacy of postal savings banks.

Strength in Stock List. 

As is true of nearly all unfavorable devel- 
opments affecting Wall street affairs, it prob- 
ably will be found, if a deficit is reperted, 
that recent stock markets have been simply 
engaged in discounting the event. Not only 
was the general movement of stocks one of 
sustained strength but in a number of direc- 
tions occurred substantial advances. This 
was true of thetraction issues, notably: Inter- 
Metropolitan preferred, which rose 3% points, 
the common stock rising nearly half as much 
on transactions equaling in volume those for 
the day in United States Steel. Final quo- 
tations were in nearly all cases the best of 
the day. } 

While little attention was paid to other 
than money market matters, the day's 


budget of news included such items as the 


announcement of the placing of orders for 
100,000 tons of steel rails during the week; a 
forecast of President Taft's coming message 
to congress, which went far to allay appre- 
hensions raised by some of the president's 
utterances before his return to Washington;

Statement Turns on Loan Account. 

Tomorrow's bank statement, so far as its 
showing of a surplus or deficit is concerned, 
turns upon the loan account. Ordinarily 


when interior banks withdraw funds from 


this center so heavily as they have this 
week, the loans of local banks are auto- 
matically increased. There are, however, 
other channels rough which demands of 
borrowers maybe met, and this fact, to- 
gether with th@ duliness on the stock ex- 
change, makes it barely possible that some- 
thing in the way of a surplus may be retained 
in the clearing house statement. The point 
of chief interest, however, is that In spite of 
the decrease in discount on New York ex- 
change in Chicago—it was 50 cents on Thurs- 
day and 20 cents today—the large shipping 
banks here are informed by their corre- 
spondents that further withdrawals are alto- 
gether likely.

Copper Situation. 

It is believed in the copper trade that a 
compromise of some aért is to be effected be- 
tween the Amalgamated Copper company, 
Cole-Ryan interests, and the Guggenheims. 
This would give the combination control of 
the developed low cost properties, including 
Nevada Consolidated and Utah Copper. 

Daniel Guggenheim, who returned from 
Europe yesterday, said concerning copper 
conditions abroad that the low price of cop- 
per there was due to the wrong impression 
of the amount of the original supply. This, 
he said, was exaggerated in Furopean 
centers. All the copper in Europe did not 
exceed, he said, 100,000 tons, a normal supply. 
He added: 

The extent of the visible supply of copper 
has been exaggerated in order to keep the 
price down. In view of the present rate of 
production in this country, it is to the ad- 
vantage of the European dealer to exag- 
gerate reports of visible supply in order that 
he may .pay as little as possible for fresh 
shipments from this side. Market pfices of 
original shipments ef copper are controlled 
by the supply on hand, and in that particular 
the cammodity of copper ts in a class by it- 
self. If the stock of a manufacturer, for in- 
stance, begins to accumulate he can cut down 
or stop manufacturing for a time and thus 
control the supply without affixing the price, 
but in copper the production is bound to go 
on at practically the same rate.” 


To Advance Republic Common. 

It is reported in New York that the manage- 
ment of the Republic Iron and Steel company 
contemplates paying off in advance the de- 
ferred dividends on the preferred stock. It 
was intended to meet these deferfed pay- 
ments, equal to 6 per cent in amount, by an 
extra dividend of 1 per cent annually, to and 
including 1915. Now, it appears the business 
of the company is such that the market inter- 
ests in the shares desire to have the preferred 
dividend out of the way in order that there 
may be talk of payments on the common 
stock.

Regulation by Controller. 
Lawrence O. Murray, controller of the cur- 
rency, is sending out letters to the national, 
bank examiners in which he describes a new 
method of verifying securities for the banks 
which have been depogited with banks at a 
distance. Mr. Murray advises the examin- 


.ers that the certification of such assets, out 


of collateral securities belonging to a na- 
tional bank and beld on deposit elsewhere, 
must be made by correspondence. 

Hitherto the local bank examiner who has 
been asked to verify the bonds or securities 
deposited with the bank in his district has 
been allowed a fee for so doing. This fee 
has amounted usually to 8. Thesystem was 
not of much importance some years ago be- 
cause comparatively few banks had securit- 
ties which were held for them at a distance 
in this way.
